This is beyond dispute 
the finest of all the editions of the Sarum Missal, and is also one of the last, as 
they ceased to be printed in 1657, shortly before Elizabeth’s accession to the throne. 
Most of the copies that survived the reforming rage of the sixteenth century were 
mutilated, and Mr. Maskcll (Mon. Hit. I. lxiv.) notices that the fine large woodcut 
of God the Father, crowned with a papal tiara, and surrounded by the apostolical 
symbols, on the second vellum leaf of the Canon, “ is a rare picture, and seldom 
found in printed Missals." The same accomplished critic, in his work on Ancient 
Liturgies (pref. p. vii.), remarks in reference to all the old English service-books, 
that Of late years the demand for them has increased tenfold, and their price, 
always great, has naturally increased with the demand, so as to put them, when they 
do occur, beyond the reach of men who are nevertheless the most anxious to obtain 
them." The last two sheets I and K are occupied by a curious Accentnarium to 
guide the priests in their pronunciation of the Latin tongue. As a specimen of the 
English that occurs in the volume, it may not be out of place to quote here a portion 
of the marriage service— t4 I N. take the N. to my weddyd husbode to have et to hold 
fro thys day forwarde for bett* for wurs, for richere, for porer, in sikenesse & in 
helthe to be honowr & buxum in bed 8c at bord tyll doth us departe yf holy ebyrebe 
wyl it ordeyne & therto I plyght the my trouth."

No copy of this edition has been sold for years ; in 1818, Alchome’s 
copy, wanting first two leaves, the last two leaves and two leaves in 
the second chapter of the fourth tractate, fetched at Evans’, £54.12#. 
The value of this class of books has much risen since then, and may 
now be considered, as ten times greater. 

In comparing the first edition of " Caxton’s Game of Chess” with 
the second, one perceives many variations in the spelling. I consider 
the first edition to be the more interesting, for a variety of reasons: 

1. It is the first book printed in England. 

2. It is the Editio princeps of the i&glish version. 

* 3. It shows the Art of Printing in its crudest form, 

4. It has a Post-script not in the second edition.

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THREE other perfect copies ARE KNOWN ; of which two are in the British 
Mnsenm and one in the library of Earl Spencer. There is besides one imperfect 
one which is in the Bodleian. It is easy therefore to conceive that the present per¬ 
fect copy may be considered unique as far as the collector Is concerned; Lord 
Spencer's copy is never likely to come into the market; the other two are, of course, 
inaccessible, and the one now described is probably the only one that can be offered 
for sale within the next hundred years. Since the year 1698 only one other copy has 
been seen in the public auctions ; it was purchased by Earl Spencer at Brand's sale 
in 1837. The present one was bought at the Marquis of Blandford's sale in 1819,- 
by O. W. Taylor ; from him it passed into the hands of Mr. Jolley, at the sale of 
whose books in 1843 it became the property of Rodd the bookseller. Since that 
time, it has been in the possession of the Rev. Mr. Corser.

Specimens of Macblinia’s press are of the greatest rarity. This work, of which 
m long description will be found in Dibdin's Ames, is perhaps the most interesting 
that ever was issued from his press. The others were chiefly law books, in Latin or 
Norman-French, but the Speculum is full of pieces of verse, hymns, and precepts, 
in English. The first twenty-seven leaves are in Latin, upon the Commandments, 
the Judgment, etc. with eighteen pieces of rhyme interspersed. The first is a 
couplet: 

In heven shall dwellc alle cristed men 
That knowe & kepe goddes byddynges ten 

The others are quatrains, and versified from the Commandments, etc. Leaves 
28—47 arc almost entirely in English, both in verse and prose, full of quaint, pro¬ 
verbial rhyme. Leaves 48, 49, contain a long Hymn to the Virgin, of real poetical

The former owner, and the auctioneer’s catalogon 
had most extraordinarily failed to find the colophon and described ft as missing 
while they attributed the volume to the Paris edition by Regnault (of 1533 not 1523 
as they erroneously made it), which was the last of the editions of the York Mis^ 
Now, it is in fact the second, and printed at Rouen, probably one year after the fir* 
edition in folio, as is above remarked, and as might have been seen by any carcfii 
observer of the book. 
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
